Defence In Depth 


Ever since the German offen- . 


sive began, we have been discuss~ 

.ing the merits of a “defence in 
debth.”. Instead of attempting to 
hold a line, which may be pierced 
or turned,-the defenders organise 
-themselves in groups at selected 
. strong points, The system of de- 
fence by this method is rather 
like a spring mattress. The harder 
you hit it dnd the deeper your 
fist penetrates, ‘the stiffer is the 
resistance, and the greater the 
“come back” of the springs you 
have compressed, That is roughly 
how Britain is defended. 


Britain is a vanguard. A van-

ed on him with a challenge, “Go 


see if you can do any better." Un- 
fortunately for Nicias, and -unfor- 
tunately for Athens in the long 
run, Cleon accepted the challenge 
and won a striking, though lucky: 
victory. In aneient Rome an in- 
dispensable qualification ~ for 
command in the field was to have 


-| passed through all the ranks of 


the magistracy—i.e., of the civil 
administration of the State, Gen- 
erals, when required, were chosen 
from the heads of the Civil Ser- 
vice. If you read the “Lays. of 
Ancient Rome” in your. younger

The history of Hannibal per- 
haps provides the first striking 
examole ofa general's plans be- 
ing ruined by political neglect, 
from one of the earliest democ- 
racies. For many years; rulers 
of States usually led t’ -tr armies 
in the field (cg, Alexa der, the 
English kings, Gustavus Adol- 
phus, &c.}, and, of course, no 
question of political interference 
arises. Marlborough was’ in a 
peculiar position. Besides Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army in 
the field, he was virtually For- 
eign Minister, and directed the 
foreign policy of the country fram 
his headquarters, He also, a} his 
zenith, practically exercised the 
powers uf the Prime Minister in 
home politics. Yet no general 
probably had his plans ruined so 
often by the interference of the 
Dutch statesmen and the enmity 
of his Tivals at home. He bore it 
all with the same serenity of 
spirit that he showed in the field 
of battle. A very great man, for 
all his faults; and ‘undoubtedly, 1 
think, our greatest military gen- 
lus. 

“Political” generals are an athe- 
ma to the British military _tradi- 
tion, yet most of the best British 
commanders had political exper= 
ience. Cromwell was for many 
years a member of Parliament 
before he tool to saldiering. Marl- 
borough, of whem we have just 
spoken. had far- more experience 
of political intrigue than of mil- 
itary service when he began his 
career ‘as a general. Wellington 
had been a member of both Irish 
and British Parliament. Sir John

of Barrossa, who first took to 
soldiering at the age of 44. On.
